UR laſt Advices from Poland ſay, That the new King's*AMfi;s ,go on 
with all the ſucceſs that can be defired ; and that his: Majeſty, by the 
Advice of his beſt Counſellors, was refolved to go to Lemberg, to re» 
ceive the Homage of the Poliſh Army in the Neighbourhood "of that 
place, before he go to /”:ſav. ' In.the mean time 20500 Florins, rai-. 
ſed by a certain Impoſt ſince the late King's death, is ready here to be diſpoſed of 
as his Majeſty ſhall think fit. The Prince of Comri hath not yet dar'd to goto Ma-: 
rienburg, norgo ſtay one Night aſhoar, bur keeps for theanott parc on boar. Craici 
Coronni, the chief of his Party in the Neighbourhood, hath nor as yet got above 
400 Poles together at Oliva for Cenii's Service: And the Cafteilan Bidgou;ki Nieme-., 
nouski, having come ſome days ago to ſalute the Prince of Cont;, in a very reverend: - 
manner, he thought himſelf not kindly enough receiv'd, and thereupon rode im-: 
mediatly away, with 4o of his Recinue ; whereof the Prince having ask'd the rea- 
{0n, the Cardinal told him, "That the Poles lov'd to be complimented. Many others 
have alſo deſerted him, becauſe they have been Jiſ:ppoinred of their Money, ih 
which they reckon'd to have wallowed. Its now taid, that the Princes Creatures' 
deſign to.g0 to Lithuania, to,try their fortune. there, but with as little, appearance - 
of Fool as they have-had in Prujſts, Our Senate have naw 42e0 Soldiers 6n Foot, 
beſide-'6 Companies-of Burghers, who keep Guard day and night, | 
Hagwe, Ofober 21. To day the Peace betwixt us and France was publiſh'd here 
with much ſolemnity, according to which all Toftilitjes are to ceaſe in four Weeks; 
time beginning from the 22ſt of Odober 1657. being the day. of publicacion here, 
and reaching to the x8th of November in the Eaſt and North Sea, from Terneu/e in 
Norway to the end of the Channel, and from thence to Cape St. Vincent, after the 
2d of December ; and from thence after the zoth of December to the Line, and after. 
the 211t of Fune 98, all over the World. 'The 6th of November is to be obſerved 
here as a day of General Thankſgiving. The Ratification from Spain is nor yet 
arriv'd,. but that under the Great Seal of England was exchang'd on the 17th, Ne. S.. 
We expect every ay that the German: Minilters will terminate their Aﬀaits ſo as to, 
Sign the Treaty. Yeſterday an Engliſh Ketch was ſtranded-at Heye, but the Crew 
fav'd. The Earl of Portland is gone hence aghin to FL... - The Earl of 4Alanchefer be- 
ing bound to Ferice on: his Embaily, hath been here with the Englith Ambafladors. 
Vice-Admiral Everts, and our Men of War fron: England, igarriv'd at Middleburg.
